An objection to Tarr's New Physical
iji ography as a text book for tlio pub-
II'' schools. wlilcli has been raised In
other states, Is stated In tlift Presby¬
terian of tlio South. published In lilch-
moud, Now Orleans and Atlanta, In the
issue of September 2:>.
The objection Is to the origin of man.

Tim origin of man Is ascribed In the
geography. which Is used In the public
schools of Virginia, as from the simian
race. While the Darwinian theory is
not endorsed by the text book It Is
quoted, and It is left to the Judgement
of the pupil to accept his or her own
i heorv.
The State Hoar dof Kducation Is crit¬

icised by the rresbyterlan of the South
for permitting nuch a text book to pass
Into the hands of the public school pu¬
pils. The Hoard of Kducation of Texas
was severely criticised la-t June for
adopting this text hooft and the Minis¬
terial Association of tin- city of Gal¬
veston formally protested against its
continuance in the public schools of
Texas. The reply of tho Texas Hoard
of Kducation was that the adoption of
tho text book was an oversight and as¬
surances were give nthat tho book
would be dtopped as soon as the con¬
tract with th« publishers expired, the
teachers being advised in the meantime
to omit from their classes the objec¬tionable features of the geography.

text book the Presbyterian of tho
South says in part:

This
belief Is based upon the close risem-
daitce between the body of mall and
ape, arid receives support from the fact
that. In habits and mode of living,
>om<-. savages are little above animals.
Hut even the least civilized in^n have
powers that no animal possesses, while
ivillzrd man is so far above the high¬

est animals that some people believA
It impossible that he ix the descendant
<f an animal.'

that in ills . arlv stages he lived the
life of a suvng' When the Human
Kniplre was developing the Germans
,i tid Knplls'n were rude savages: and
.till earlier, the inhabitants of the
Italian peninsula were In the same
condition. To-day. ooth In the Old
and New World, there are races that
ave not yet risen above savagery.

FROM RICHMOND STREETS

bc-Kgar* who have been seen so fre-
. im-utlt at their respective posts on the

will no longer seek alms of the pass"-j lug throiiKM or by their offerings of

.canned melody and psalm singing so-
licit aid. The edict has gone forth, as
a result of the activity of Major 1, T.
. 'hristinn, and the ordinance forbidding:
them to take their stands on the city

j streets will be rigidly enforced.
Xotiee of the enforcement of this

ordinnnco wns made yesterday morn*
ing. and before noon several of the
beggars had appeared at Police Head-
'iuarters seeking information of Major
Werner. Some desired permits to con-
tinue tit their stands, others wished
to know if they might remain provided
they offered pencils, candy, shoestrings
and chewing-gum for sale.
With one exception, the answer to -til

was the same. They had been banished,
by the ordinance which, althotmn
winked at in their cases in the past,
is now to be enforced. The one excep¬
tion was that of the few who se'l
pnpers on the street. There is no law
against them, and they are to be per¬
mitted to remain. Venders of the other
articles, however, are to be removed
from the streets. Should they persist
they will be arrested and baled into
.court. It is deemed probable that most
,V>f those, who had come to be regarded
as landmarks will be forced to seek
shelter in one of the city's charitable
institutions.
The strict enforcement of the ordi-

nance is the result of a call made by
Major Christian on Chief of Police
Werner on Wednesday. lie informed
the chief that he had been elected to
the Koatd of Aluerincn after making
the promise to his constituents that
this ordinance would be enforced, lie
said thnt unless the ordinance was eti-
forced by tite police he would himself
swear out the necessary warrants and
briny the beggars into court.

of alleged cruellies to 11or.sos ami other
animals engag-ed in portraying wild
West scenes, Special Agent Kminetl <

Taylor, of the Soeictv lor the I'reven-
t ion of Cruelty to Animal*, last nigbt
served notice on the management of the
"1"! Kancli," which is scheduled for
two performances here to-day, that no
acta i>!" cruelty would he tolerated. The
co-operation of the city and county
police was invited by .Mr. Taylor, and,
on advice of counsel foo the society, ar¬
rests will lie made at once in the event
of excessive use of spurs to make the
horses seem w ild, or of any effort to
put on a steer-throwing ai t which iias
been described hy those who have seen
it elsewhere as of peculiar cruelty to
the animal employed.

Otllcials of the show last night
scouted the idea that any undue cruelty
was used. The horses, they said, were
thoroughly trained to "act wild," spurs
heing worn mainly for the ornamental
or "cowboy" effect, and while there
was much spectacular cracking of
whips, the men and their mounts were
on the best <»f terms.

South its share of the trade with the
Latin American countries. The gath¬
ering promises to be uiic of vital im¬
portance to Uichmoml. and to this en¬
tire section of the country.

republics, which have been brought
about bv the Kuruppaii war.

discussed, and present opportunities for
trade extension will lie gone into at
length.

Georgia and Maryland have
been especially urged to attend the
conference.
